Bailey Says Attitude of His Collegues

Washington, March 4.—Senator Jo- 


leph Weldon Bailey, of Texas, has re- 
signed from the senate. He has made 
no explanation as to his reasons there- 
for. He first presented the resignation 
to Vice President Sherman, who re- 
fused to accept It. Mr. Bailey then 
wired his resignation to Governor Col- 
quitt, of Texas. 
Mr. Bailey's term 


would not have expired until March 3, 
1313. 


Bailey Confirm* Report. 


Senator Bailey confirmed the report 


that he had tendered his resignation 
but declined to'give to the press i rea- 
sons . for his action. In conversation 
'with fellow senators, however, ho based 
his reasons upon the vote cast by 
democratic senators Jn favor of the 
approval of the.constitution of Arizona, 
•which-he. said was so contrary to his 
ideas of government that he did not 
feel lie would be justified In.continuing 
his service with senators who as inom- 
be'rs of his own party would take the 
position that had been taken in the 
vote.on that'-proposition.

Would Not FUobn»id»r. 


Immediately, after the close of the 


session Mrv Bailey was closeted tot 
sonie minutes with his democratic col- 
leagues, but-'resisted all appeals-to re- 
consider. He was- th'eh sent for b 
Vice President .^herman, with -whom 
he. went Into'consultation. 


When the resignation was first sent 


>y Mr. Bailey to the vice president, 
he latter refused to announce It to the 
senate. 
Senator Bacon was then ap- 


pealed to to make the announcement 
and when lie likewise refused, Mr.' 
Bailey wired his resignation to Gov- 
ernor. Colquitt, of Texas. 


Mr. Bailey's colleagues express hope 


that they may be able to Induce, him 
to change his mind. During the last 
few days Mr. Bailey's leadership has 
been repudiated absolutely by Ills col- 
leagues. 


Was in B»d All Round. 


It was with Senator Bailey that the 


republicans made their agreement for 
a vote on the Lorimer case and mak- 
ing the tariff board bill the unfinished 
business. The understanding was that 
there was. to be no filibuster on the 
tariff board bill, but a large faction of 
the democratic senators, led by Sena- 
tor Stone, of Missouri, declined to be 
bound by the agreement.- From that

And very few now question the desirability or 
the justice of permitting postal employes to enjoy 
what workers in other fields of endeavor have long held 
and consider a necessity and an inherent right—one 
day of rest in seven. 


The American people arc essentially fairminded and 


insistent upon justice when the unjust conditions and 
the remedy are placed before them. Hence it is that 
when the Sunday closing idea- had its inception in the 
big brain and warm heart of that noble benefactor of 
mankind. Rev. George W. Grannis, lie frankly took 
the public into his confidence and inaugurated a cam- 
paign of enlightenment and education. 
Strange to 


say, he at first encountered an apathy among postal 
employes that was most puzzling. Gradually, how- 
ever, "interest quickened, until today energetic co-op- 
eration has taken the place of lethargy and the mem- 
bers of the N. A. L. C. are a unit behind Dr. Grannis 
in promoting this humanitarian and Christian cause.

The Military Order.of.the Serpent 


is little known outside of military cir- 
cles, and yet this order has a member- 
ship of over 14,000 and lias only been 
in existence since July, 1902, when the 
first'lair was founded by Major Scott 
McAaron, of Columbus. O.. and from 
this one lair twenty-four others have 
come into existence. .The history of 
the founding of the order is one of con- 
siderable interest as it was founded 
after 
an 
ancient 
Philippine 
order 


which was founded so far back that 
no 'man can remember when it firs 
came into existence, and only the fac 
that Khatwee Puna, a powerful chief 


of 
a 
Philippine tribe, who was the 


much worshiped 'ruler and founder o 
the ordfr, is known. In 1301, during 
the Philippine insurrection, this 
an- 


cient order was suddenly swept on 
of existence and 
In 
its sudden enn 


hangs the tale of the founding of thi 
Military Order of the. Serpent. 


It was during the insurrection in th 


Philippines that this order first mad 
its power felt .and 
tills power wa 


vielded with such deadly effect tha 
many an American soldier found hi 
ast 'resting place. In the midst of th 
land of savages which composed th 
order, while others >'Iio escaped wit] 
their lives kept their lips sealed as t 
he experience they passed 
through 


during the insurrection it was the cus 
.om of the order to put forth their ef 
forts in capturing American soldier 
and to force them to join the order, an 
f a soldier was riot willing to betra 
his knowledge of the movements of tli 
American 
army or other knowledg 


desired, to wring it from his lips b 
torture while initiating him into th 
order, and it lias been stated, that th 
torture of victims has extended ovfer

the victims to betray this knowledg 
and join the order and become allie 
of the members that led to their deatl 
Outside ot the fact that torture was ' 
used to secure knowledge the ritualistic 
work of the. order was 
terrible and 


those who joined passed 
through

ordeal never to be forgotten. 


It was during the summer of 1910 


that a band of American soldiers, of 
which Major Scott McAaron was one, 
.i-liile on a skirmish, surprised these 
savages in the midst of one of their 
sessions, at which they were initiating 
some American soldiers into the mys- 
teries. and swooped down upon them, 
capturing the entire paraphernalia, rit- 
uals. etc.. the work was translated and 
Major McAaron secured a translation 
of the ritualistic work, rewrote it in a, 
modified form and organized the first 
lair of the Military Order of the Ser- 
pent. The order is purely ia social one 
and is for the purpose of binding more 
closely together the veterans of the 
Spanish American war and the Philip- 
pine insurrection. While the order is a 


social one it has been given out o» 
good authority that the initiation work 
Is in all probablity the moat »ev«r« 
of any order In existence, and, aa lit 
the case of the ancient Philippine or- 
der, a person who takes It will rem«m« 
her it a life time and ha.v« no d«i|r« 
to repeat the experience, though ond 
you become n snake you are always • 
snake, as there is no one that IB will- 
Ing to rehabilitate th« Jungle after onc« 
he hath come forth into the light.

Propostd Taxai Amendment.

agreed upon the following form of an 
amendment to

in January, 1912, is hereby prohibited

The legislature' of' the sta-te of-Texas 
shall, at noon on the second Tuesday 
In January. A. D. 1912, by authority 
of--this section, meet in session in the 
City of Austin'and pass efficient laws 


Tha R«v«lt «f Germany. 


(Dr. Henry Smith Williams, in the No- 


vember Century.) 


For the last two or throe years tem- 


perance lectures—of course under of- 
ficial auspices—have been delivered 
from time to time on the warships of 
the German fleet. Now it is announced 
that Prince Henry has authorized the 
establishment of Good Templary In the 
Imperial navy, and that the order 
seems likely to thrive. Thvse certainly 
are surprising facts: but wp must link 
with them the fact that the most scien- 
tific investigations through which the 
fleletprious effects of alcohol have been 
demonstrated have been performed in 
German laboratories. The Katherland 
is still the home of beer, but it is also 
the honap of the most aspiring of peo- 
ples, the most ambitious for world-in- 
fluence: and the word of the savants, 
declares that the use of alcohol is 
detrimental, to 
mind 
and body, has 


made a profound Impression, of which 
the lectures on the warships are but 
one of many evidences. Another evi- 
dence U found in.the report that the 
temperance societies of the empire, or- 
ganized for the first time in recent 
years, have already gained a member- 
ship of more than 100.000. and that the 
Prussslan minister of education has 
issued orders toward having temper- 
ance Included In the public school cur- 
ricula.

alcohol will certninly not'look upon It 
ns n harmless luxury. That is thn con- 
clusion to which.the unbiased exam- 
ination of its action upon the mental 
life constantly leads. It must be ad- 
mitted that there are still many gaps 
In our knowledge of the subject y«t to 
be fllled.Our present'means of lnv«B»j- 
ffation extend so fnr. 
however, 
that 


there v.-ould'be little difficulty In com- 
pleting. our'knowledge. This much is 
established today br»means of modern 
Investigation:. That nlcohol seriously 
Injures the'perception of external im- 
pressions and the association of ideas; 
that it temporarily promotes the Im- 
pulse to movement, but that it dimin- 
ishes the strength of muscular work 
in proportion to the exertion demand- 
ed; that it also increases the suscep- 
tibility to fatigue. The effect of a sin- 
gle large dose lasts at least twenty- 
four hours, and under some circum- 
stances even1 forty-eight hours; 
the 


regular use of such doses produces a 
continual diminution of executive abil- 
ity, which Is only very gradually re- 
stored and -which leaves behind for 
a lon.t time afterward 
an Increased 


suscept.billty to the effects of alcohol. 
That is a clear scientific knowledge. Tt 
alone furnishes us a standard -with 
which to judge of the Influence which 
alcohol exerts upon the mentnl lite of 
our people.—Prof. Emll Kraepelin, of 
Heidelberg university.

the secret of the difficulty of under- 
standing the character 
of Abraham 


Lincoln than by adapting the words of 
Mr. Gilhert K. Chesterton in his life 
of Robert Browning: "The mystery of 
the unconscious man, far deeper thnn 
any mystery of the conscious one, ex- 
isting as it does in all men, existed pe- 
culiarly In Lincoln, because ho was a. 
very ordinary and spontaneous man.

In-, all history and all affairs. Any- 
thing that Is deliberate, twisted, cre- 
ated as a trap and a mystery, must be 
discovered at last; everything that is

It takes only a mind to 


understand mind, but it requires a 
heart to interpret a heart. 


The Sense of Contradiction. 


. Take just one indication of, this. We 
call Abraham Lincoln a child qf the 
soil, and then apparently feeling that 
there is something incongruous be- 
tween his origin and the eminence he 
attained, the work he accomplished, we 
proceed to endow him with attributes 


•: which he never possessed; and feel- 


ings which he could never have expe- 
rienced; and we ascribe to him mo 
t'ives -which never could have influ- 
enced him. It was the essential hu-

?or a whole year they lived in an open 
camp. It offered more or less protec- 
tion from wind'and rain on three sides, 
jut whenever the smoke from the fire 
n front was blown toward this rude, 
shelter—well, anyone who has spent 
even a little time in such a shelter 
tnows the raw discomfort of the situ- 
fltlon. 


It was a wild country. The woods, 


of course, were full of game, and it 
cost little effort to keep the inrder well 
supplied with meat. It was necessary 
o clear a small patch of ground in 
which to plant the com, and wheat, 
and potatoes—and in this work the 
rapidly growing boy took his full share. 


A Land of Superstition. 


Nea.rly all his 
biographers 
have 


noted In Mr. Lincoln's character 
a 


strain of morbidness or superstition. It 
s not altogether difficult to account for 
it. As the twig is bent the tree in- 
clines. At least thirteen years of his 
life wore spent at Little Pigeon Creek. 
They were formative years. Now, re- 
member that like many another fron- 
tier settlement all the country sur- 
rounding the Lincoln home was rife 
n-ith superstition. 
It amounted to a 


monomania. 
For example, seed had 


to be planted during the light of-the 
moon; and it was believed that the po- 
tato crop would be a failure unless it 
was planted during the dark of the 
moon. No new enterprise could be un- 
dertaken on Friday without disastrous 
results. If anyone was bitten by a dog 
a madstone was at once applied to the 
wound. Charms were relied on as the 
all-sufficient protection against disease 
Dreams were regarded as providentia 
indications of the future. Is it any 
wonder that a boy brought up in this 
environment should reveal traces of 
this early training through all his after 
years? The real problem is to account 
for the fact that Mr. Lincoln had such 
premonitions of his own violent death 
and that they were actually fulfilled 


The Death of Lincoln's Mother. 


There is no more pathetic passage in 


this man's history than that which 
deals with the death of his mother 
Shortly after the arrival of the familj 
at Little Pigeon creek a scourge some 
thing In the nature of cholera appeared 
Locally it was called the "milk sick 
ness." Tn all probability it was a. viru 
lent form of malaria or the result o 
drinking the milk of cattle which ha< 
eaten poisonous herbs. It was a ma 
lignant 
fever 
and

proved fatal on the third day. Weakens 
by her long struggle against povertj 
and hardship. Nancy Lincoln fell an 
easy victim to the disease. There 
no physician nearer than thirty miles 
but if there, had been one within thirty 
rods of her home his services woult 
have been of no avail, she knew sh 
was dying, and even the children them- 
selves were conscious of the approac!

The Effect of the New Regime.

His Love of Raiding.

At New Sa- 
em he was often found stretched upon 
the counter of his store studying a 
grammar.

paper, moving in a circle in order to 
escape the 
direct rays of the sun 


Once he was offered a position as a 
surveyor. 
He frankly stated that he 


knew nothing about the subject. Se- 
curing a text book h« worked over it 
'or six weeks and at the end of tha 
time he had throughly mastered its 
contents. Through practical experlenc' 
be became so expert that his services 
were sought by all and some of his 
maps still remain as witnesses to his 
accuracy and skill. It is said that his

Union 
speech 
discloses an 


amount of careful study and reading 
which is simply prodigious. One thing 
at least is certain and that is, his sty] 
is quite inimitable. His addresses In 
many cases are models of the fines 
English composition. He is by all odd: 
the best example of a self-made liter 
ary man of whom America can boast.

It was a daring bill, 
and perhaps the most remarkable thing 
about it was. not that Abraham Lincoln 
should have drawn it up nnd Intro- 
duced It, but that he should have en- 
listed aa much support for it as it re- 
ceived. He even persuaded the mayor 
of-Washington to give his assent to 
its provisions! It almost seemed as if 
It might pass and become a law. but 
southern sentiment awoke: pressure 
was brought to bear upon Mayor Spa- 
ton, and when he withdrew his en- 
dorsement, the bill was allowed to die 
—as easily as 'possible. This was the 
most memorable act of his service in 
congress, nnd when his term expired, 
not being a candidate for re-election, 
IIP'returned to SprlngfleM to practice 
law. 


. Lincoln as a Lawyer. 


He had been admiuea to the bar as 


early as 1836. but his real work as a 
awyer Can scarcely be said to have be- 
un much before 1819. Here again an 
mmense amount of supposition, theory 
nd clotted ignorance, passes current 
or history.

He would battle with all 
ila splendid strength to prevent his 
Boyish companions from torturing a 
turtle; be would gladly spoil a new 
suit of clothes in order to rescue a 
ilttle pig which had been mired in a 
swamp; In the days to come he would 
detain his fellow jurists on their jour- 
ney in order that he might restore to 
the nest two or three fledglings which 
had fallen out of it; in the great crisis 
years he issued pardons so freely that 
he was the despair of all those who 
sought to maintain discipline—is it. any 
wonder that In New Orleans the iron 
entered into his soul? That he clenched 
and unclenched those muscular hands 
which could make an axe bite deeper 
into a tree than any of his companions 
could sink it. and said to his compan- 
ion.

Circuit Riding. 


It was Herndon's presence In the of- 


fice, however, which freed Mr. Lin- 
coln for that labor which, despite Its 
hardships, hp probably enjoyed more 
than any other—circuit riding. 
You- 


will prob.-ihly remember that in those- 
days a state was divided into districts. 
Judges wei-p appointed to hear cases 
In such districts and this made it nec- 
essary for the judge nnd his attendant 
satellites to travel for weeks and 
months at a time. The lawyers were 
usually 
congregated 
in 
the 
Inrger 


towns, like Sprlngfiplcl 
and 
Chicago, 


but they would follow the judge upon 
his circuit, serving those clients who 
desired to retain them. Considerable 
money was to be made In this way and 
even n. man as prominent as Stephen 
A. Douglas did not disdain such cir- 
cuit riding. 


This work opened a field in which 


Mr. Lincoln shone to great advantage. 
His fellow travelers were a company~of 
as bright and witty men as could bo 
found anywhere. There were dhys of 
pleading in the court and then nights 
of good fellowship In the tavern, or if 
you prefer the term, the hotel, where 
judge and 
lawyers, 
defendants and 


plaintiffs would gather and while away 
the hours, discussing politics or tell- 
ing stories. It is only the most cursory

He was considered great 
enough to be employed by a corpora- 
tion which could have commanded the 
services of the best legal talent in the ' 
whole land.

every important suit. It'is quite prob- 
able that between 1849 and 1860 he 
tried more cases than any other lawyer 
in the whole Eighth Circuit of Illinois. ' 
By the majority of his contemporaries 
he was regarded as tfle best jury law- 
yer of his day. He always held -his 
prof ession • in the greatest esteem and 
he used his immense personal popu- 
larity to settle all the difficulties" he 
could out of court. That was simply 
living the advice which he gave to the 
young lawyers of his 
acquaintance, 


namely, to discourage litigation as far 
as'it lay within their power to do so. 


When at last he left Springfield to 


take up the task- which'lay before him 
at Washington, he did so with the sin- 
cere respect of all who knew him; the 
high esteem of men like Judge David 
Davis and Judge Logan: the friendship 
of his fellow lawyers, whom he fought 
unceasingly. buV not unfairly—famous 
as an orator, a raconteur, a great man 
with a keen mind nnd an almost wom- 
anly tenderness of. heart.

Mr. Lincoln's friends pleaded 


with him most earnestly not to make 
that Inquiry.

Tha Defeat. 


Both Mr. Lincoln nnd his friends 


were right, the latter, however, not 
nearly ao right aa they Imagined. 
Abraham Lincoln lost the election and 
went back to the practice of law unde- 
niably disappointed. He actually had 
a majority of five thousand in the pop- 
ular vote, but because of the basis of 
apportionment ot representatives, there 
Was a democratic majority in the 
house which re-elected Senator Doug- 
las. 


Friend and foe have confessed that 


it was hts answer at Freeport which 
cost Douglas the nomination of the 
united democratic party for president 
With his answer he fiuns away the 
dearest ambition of his life. 
In ac- 


cordance with his well known doctrine 
which he described as "popular sov- 
ereignty," and which his enemies called 
"squatter sovereignty," he had declared 
slavery could be excluded from any 
territory by "unfriendly legislation.' 
The gist of .his reply was that slaverj 
could not exist for an hour anywhere 
without the protection of the local po- 
lice regulations, and that regardless of 
the decision of the supreme court any 
territory could make it impossible for 
slavery to enter or continue to exist, 


By the pro-slavery men this answe 


was seized upon and construed as a re- 
treat, a breach of faith, a betrayal of 
his principles. The doctrine was con- 
temptuously referred to in the south aa 
"the Freeport heresy" and it was usec 
as the apade which dug the polltlca 
grave of Stephen A. Douglas, the "Llt- 
le Giant," to whose everlasting credl 
t must be said that In the hour of the 
great crisis he showed himself a man 
and by his enthusiastic support of his

The Cooper Union Speech.

It was In Cooper Union 
surrounded by the flower of the intelli 
gence of New York city, that he made 
one of his most memorable addresss 
The committee which had asked him 
to come must have done so with some 
misgivings. Already the grossest car 
catures of the man had been put Inti 
circulation and found ready belief. On 
:hat memorable night there was noth 
ng In his outer appearance, at the 
irst glance, to disabuse the minds o

Effect of the Speech. 


It was when he began to speak to th 


audience that the real quality of th 
man's mind land heart began to daw 
upon those who composed it.

The Campaign of 1860. 


Tn all probability the Cooper Union

The Outlook. 


Never had a newly elected president, 


with the possible exception of Wash- 
ington himself, been called upon to 
face such perils, and difficulties, and 
confusion, as confronted Abraham Lin- 
coln.

It !s a. popular Impression that it la 


necessary to bathe 
in 
order to be 


healthy, but It seems that modem 
physiology teaches that the physical 
benefit of bathing floes not come from 
the cleanliness due to the bath. 
Al- 


most everybody believes that the baih 
helps medically because it makes ona 
clean. Dr. Lee says that this is only 
one more illustration of how little we 
know about ourselves. 


"When the bofly is immersed in hot 


or cold water," said 
he, "the nerve 


endings in 
the skin 
are stimulated' 


The nerve endings run to the spinal 
cord. Impulses pass from there to the 
nerve fibers in the stomach, the kid- 
neys, the liver and the brain, stimu- 
lating them. 
Thus one feels better 


after a bath and one is better. All 
his organs are more active and all the 
functions of the body are improved. 


"When 
a 
patient 
afflicted 
with 


pneumonia is put into Ice water it is 
not to lower his temperature directly 
by means of the cold application, but 
the effect comes through the stimula- 
tion nf i he'nerves and organs as a -re- 
sult of the immersion. 


"Were proof 
needed It would be 


found in the not infrequent practice if 
putting the patient in hot water in- 
stead of cold water, the therapeutic 
effect of hot or cold water being aliko. 
When you have a cold the physical 
process of catching it is something 
like what I have described in connec- 
tion with the bath. It is not a. ques- 
tion of temperature at all. Something 
affects the nerve endings in the skin. 
It may be heat or one of the many 
other influences which the body does 
not gratefully receive at 'the 
tlms. 


Th«>n follows chemical changes in the 
system, the exact nature of which we 
do not. know, and when these'changes 
take place the bacteria of the throat, 
becomes active and multiply. 
These 


bacteria are 
usually 
dormant and 


harmless at other times. 


"We do not know why these bac- 


teria are there. 
They do not belong 


there, but they are 
in the air we 


breathe and they find lodgment in the 
throat in'this climate. These are not 
cold germs. There is no germ of cold, 
but the presence of cold arouses the 
life'in them and cause them to multi- 
ply. 


"Just as soon as their activity be- 


gins the white corpuscles in the 
blood, which are the enemy'of all bac- 
teria, move to the place of disorder 
to attack the bacteria that started ir. 
Following- this comes the congestion 
and the discharge 
due to the cold, 


and the affliction 
passes when the 


white blood corpuscles have devoured 
or vanquished the malignant germs.

physician knows that mecllcino good 
only for a certain organ—we will say 
the 
kidneys—reaches

and nowhere else. We don't know why 
the blood supplies all glands with
